1980 MARCH OF DIMES SUPERWALK

At a dark 0600 hours the Dade County CD Emergency Com- 
munications Van rolled into the grounds of the Orange Bowl, 
marking the e beginning of a 12 hour day of communications for the 
1980 Superwalk. i 

The Orange Bowl custodian was waiting to escort W4NKJ and 
KI4T to the top of the press box, 150 feet above the ground where the 
2 meter antenna was installed for simplex communication. It would 
cover a 20 mile route, with 1 watt pumped up 200 feet of coax. 

By 0630 hours, RACES officer WA40UI had the 40 foot crank-up 


_ tower on the CD van in place for repeater operation, and KI4T Net 


Control went on the air to communicate with mobiles stationed at 
designated locations around the city. WBACLA, WB4FA, 
WB4DTC, W400H, K4BLM d KA4BJE radioed back in- 
formation on the Metro buses loading walkers to be taken to the 
Orange Bowl starting point. By 0 all buses had departed for the 
ene Bowl and compte head in apagescd to Superwalk 
officials. 

At 0730, minus one hour to kickoff, amateurs started arriving at 
the Orange Bowl who were to be communications for key walk 
personnel; police, medical doctors, hospital emergency, super- 
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CARRIED THE TORCH 


Amateurs truly “carried the Torch” for the Olympic 
torch run that brought the Olympic flame from Mt. Olympus 
in greece to Lake Placid to start the 1980 Winter Olympic 
Games. Starting out at Langley AFB, where a presidential 
jet delivered the flame from Athens, a crew of 52 runners 
from all SO states plus possessions carried the torch from 
Virginia through Maryland, Pennsylvania, New Jersey, and 
New York to Lake Placid. Throughout this complex oper- 
ation, Amateur Radio provided all of the necessary comm- 
unications and, as the run wore on, the 21 Amateurs ac- 
companying the caravan were invited by the runners to 
participate in the actual carrying of the Olympic torch. 

Each Of The Torch Run Caravan vehicles was equipp- 
ed with a 2-meter radio, and a 2-meter-equipped Amateur 
rode with the lead police car through each jurisdiction. 
Amateurs carrying land-helds supplied by Henry and Ken- 
wood ran with the runners to direct them through crowds 
and coordinate arrivals at ceremonies such as were held on 
the Capital steps in Washington and at the Liberty Bell in 
Philadelphia. Heart of the system was a van with two Dra- 
ke equipped 2-meter stations, one on 144.3 for close-in 
simplex and the other operating above 147 for more dis- 
tant communications needs via repeaters. A third van sta- 
tion on 40 and 75 could communicate with WO RAN at 
the Olympic Village, though the bulk of the caravan traffic 
to and from Lake Placid was handled by prearrangement 
with Amateurs located along the run’s route. 

Using Amateur Radio for vital torch run communicat- 
ions was the idea of W2PVJ, one of the Amateur responsi- 
ble for communications at the Winter Games. ARRL was . 
contacted back in July, and Bobbie Chamalian, WB1ADL, 
put in charge. She coordinated the complete project, re- 
cruting Amateurs to accompany the run and along the 
route. Bugs were worked out in a December trial run and 
the result was an outstanding success for Amateur Radio 
with plenty of great publicity. Congratulations to all, part- 
icularly WBIADL. Thanks WA2DHF, WI1RN, Westlink. (HR 
Report 3/7/80)

Dear Andy: 

The letter printed in March ’80 ‘“‘SKIP”’ on page 3 and credited to N4UF deserves some 
attention. I’ve read similar articles also attributed to, N4UF in “73”, “WORLD RADIO 
NEWS” and past issues of ‘“‘SKIP”’. 

It ‘is my opinion that this alleged flap between K4SCL and FMTN has been totally 
contrived and continuosly agitated by N4UF for political purposes of his own. 

When the call came from wherever it did to rally support for thie SSB daytome 4th region 
cycle I thought the shoe in for the outgoing cycle wéuld be FMTN. In order te meet NTS 
requirements FMTN would have. to meet 7 days a week, represent Florida with 
designated reps to the region, and allow the net manager to be appointed by the SCM 


(note, I said “‘appointed’’). I don’t think it was widely publicized that the method of — 


selecting the Manager wasn’t even considered. I know our other section Nets have various 
methods of selecting their managers. Net Manager is now an ARRL appointment and as 
such, prospective candidates must be screened by, an SCM prior to certification to insure 
they meet the minimal requirements for appointment. If an SCM didn’t do that much he or 
she would be derelict in their responsibilities. 

FMTN management found no difficulty in meeting 7 days a weck or region represen- 
tation but balked at SCM appointment as a “(power play” by the SCM. FMTN net mem- 
bers then voted unanimous ly to remain an independent net. Bluntly put, they unanimously 
chose not to remain in the NTS which I believe is called quitting. The whole issue should 
have died here but N4UF chose to launch a letter writing campaign in which he called 
quitting ‘‘getting kicked out of the ARRL”. He turned the leadership of the FMTN into a 
platform to launch an all out attach on our SCM. 

I’m very sorry to see that Billy failed to mention that Woody Huddleston publicly 
apologized forgetting who contacted who mixed up in his ‘February letter. in “SKIP”. I 
also. read K4SCL’s letter in February ‘‘SKIP” and Billy has mistaken charges against 
“FMTN management’ as being against “‘F MTN.” They aren’t identical. 

Let me say that I still feel that FMTN is a very good net and J would like to see this 
whole thing settled. I spoke to Billy at the Miami Hamfest and he spoke conciliation out of 
one side of his face while he was: composing the letter I read in March “SKIP” with the 
other side of his face. 

There are a whole lot of people who uséd to cal each, other “friends” before this started 
who no longer do so. As for me. I’m really tired of sémeone from Northern Florida 
reminding me that South Florida elections are coming up. 

In conclusion I would like to say how much I appreciate our elected SCM. He is on the air 
and continuously visible. He is a premier traffic handler and actively participates in.all 
levels of traffic nets. He is-timely and efficient and I hope he runs for ré-election. Thank 
you.

Dear Mr. Editor: 

When the Daytime National Traffic System was formed a few years ago, there was a 
need for a liason net to collect and forward traffic to the Daytime 4th Region Net, and for a 
liason net to receive and distribute traffic coming down from D4RN. These two nets would 
perform exactly the same function as Early QFN and Late QFN_ have been doing for 
years. 

Florida ARRL SCMs “‘invited”’ the Florida Midday Traffic Net to become the collection 
net to take traffic to D4RN, and ‘‘invited” the Tropical Phone Traffic Net to become the 
receiving and distribution net. The invitations carried the provisions that, if accepted, 
these nets would become NTS nets with the managers appointed by the SCM, and that the 
nets.would meet 7. days per week. 

The Tropical Phone Traffic Net accepted the invitation, The Florida Midday Traffic Net 
refused. Fine! No Problme! Any net-has a right to be an independent net or NTS as it 
chooses. No pressure, no takeover, no power grab — just an invitation. It would have been 
rude of the ARRL SCMs if they HADN’T extended these invitations. So what is all this 
nonsense about power plays, dictatorship, etc? To fill the void between the ARRL Florida 


Sections and the ARRL NTS Daytime 4th Region net, the All. Florida Phone Net was — 


established as the liason net; 

As for duplication of message handling, relaying is the name of the game in amateur 
radio traffic handling. We call it the American Radio ‘‘Relay” League. There is no more 
duplication in taking traffic from the morning nets to AFPN for relay to D4RN than there 
is in taking traffic from the afternoon nets to early QFN for relay to the NTS evening

This docket was discovered in 
the Federal Register. Through the first 25 paragraphs it only mentioned using 216-220 
MHZ, then in the 26th paragraph it states, ‘‘we are proposimg to allocate frequencies in 
either the 216-225 MHz band or the 806-902 MHz band.”’ I believe a recent ARRL Bulletin 
says this may be a typing error, however Allan Crites WA9ZZU of Chicago and a writer for 
“220 Notes”, talked to the FCC up there and that FCC Office says that paragraph 26 is 
correct. So we are mustering all the support we can get. We're writing letters of op- 
position to the FCC, AARL, our Senators and Congressmen. This docket was in the 
January 16th register and we only have until March 24th to file on it. By the time you read 
this the filing will have been done. WB4INA Kiko, WB4DTC Dave, WB4QKZ Bill and 
myself N4C XK have formed the ‘‘Southeast 220 Association’’. AMCOR is supporting it and 
sponsoring a new publication ‘‘220 Communique” to take in all the 4th call area. Our aim 
is to promote and preserve 220 MHz. Anyone interested in this should call us. My home 
number is 722-1310. There is more info in Net News. 

Of all our members I’m the only one on HF at present. Of the 3 other possibilities, ones 
rig is down and the others need to upgrade to use phone. They need CW practice. I keep 
ribbing them about my DX contacts and showing off my QSL cards.

The transmissions were replayed 
by Channel 12 newsman and Robbie interviewed in a two 
minute actuality filmed at PICs QTH. 

Both Robbie and his YF Patti, WD4OEX, has been lic- 
ensed for three years and are regulars at the NOFARS and 
RANGE meetings where thev are members of both groups.

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system. If anyone advocates doing away with AFPN, then it would follow that such person 
would see QEN as a useless duplication. Remember, oniy Section ‘representatives nor- 
mally check into Regien NTS nets, not ‘‘net’’ reps. Sure, there are exceptions, as when 
there dre overloads, or a station missed the section liason net. But for the 
MANAGEMENT of the net to deliberately bypass the designated section liason net and 
send ‘‘net’’ reps to the region net on a regular, concerted basis is to undermine the system. 
Read page 17 of ARRL publication. Public Service Communications. Remember, FMTN 
could have been the offical NTS iiason net if it had chosen. 
fhe FMTN or any other independent net is welcome to bring traffic to the NTS. Be our 
guest! But as a guest of the National Traffic System. it seems courteous that the FMTN 
MANAGEMENT would abide by NTS rules and direct that the traffic be introduced into 
the system at the ‘‘Section”’ level, the same as ALL other Florida nets are doing. This 
doesn’t say that any independent net HAS to bring any of its traffic to the NTS, but if it 
does, fine, just please do ii properly. When you're playing in the other fellows ball park, 
you should play by his rules.

FLORIDA ARMY MARS 
Comments on Modes of Radio Modulation in MARS 
BY FORREST B. DUNCAN, AAR4PY 

When communicators can talk and hear, have no speech or 
hearing impediment or foreign accent, the message is un- 
complicated, there is no noteworthy noise or interference and the 
signal level is not unsteady — it is almost universally agreed that 
voice is preferred over other modes of modulation. When this 
situation deteriorates in one or more ways other modes, such as CW 
and RTTY, show superiority to a varying degree. 

RTTY does the best job of all and, in addition, can supply a 
written record. Sophisticated error-correcting RTTY, employed in 
some commercial and military hf radio circuits is not used, so far 
as I Know, in MARS, nor are the redundancy pulse methods used by 
NASA in very small signal-to-noise conditions considered here. 
Communication via satellite, which is near-perfect for all modes, is 
a future consideration. 

The communicators being equally qualified in their specialties, 
i.e. good ennunciation, hearing and proficient use of phonetics for 
voice operators, and expertise for CW operators, the voice 
operators are the first to be thrown for a loss when adverse con- 
ditions set in. It becomes downright tiresom to hear the repeats, 
Relays are often necessary and sometimes unavailable. Too often 
the basic trouble is poor modulation quality, which the NCS should 
make known. Actually, a good CW operator feels at home in noise, 
like in the old 15-150 kilohertz region in the tropics. In the case of the 
U.S. Coast Guard’ with which I am familiar, all long distance hf 
ship-to-shore communications are handled by CW and RTTY. Voice 
plays a big part otherwise. 

As should be known by Florida MARS members there is a slow 
CW net at 1900-hours, local, each Friday (4025 KHZ). Join up and 
become more proficient in the mode that gets through. After 
gabbing all day, to talk with your fingers is rea] fun. The equipment 
required is simple, reliable and of low power.

visory, checkpoint supply vehicles, photographers, and National 
Guard officers, all had amateur communicators who kept them in 
touch with Command.
